the white. kind! ig brought from Ili’ in 
Doungaria, o district lying North of the 
Thian Shan tango of motntains ot the 
extrome West of tho empire, adjoining 
Independent: Tartary. Tha merchants 
who. travel to these. distant parts, \to 
procure supplies of ''the stone, ‘employ 
agonts who sill it to the Canton manufac- 
|turers. Outside tho oil market are four or 
five large honys where jade in the rough is 
disposud of. Tho previous stone is sold in 
large blocks or.minsses, which’ frequently 
fotch several thousand dollaraench, Honeo 
itis seldom that the entire sum charged 
fora bluck of jade ‘is paid at the time of 
eomplating the bargain, but the purchasar 
leaves in the agents! hands a money deposit, 
the oxtent of which depends on the repu- 
tation and eredit of the manufacturer on 
whone behalf the purchase ig made.

Owing to tho gonoral depression, the jade 
comunission agents have, been ubliged to 
rofuse sales on credit, and as u conssquonce 
have not been able to soll atall Early in 
the sutumn the hongs wer clesed, and have 
remained so until now. Materials.caunot 
be purchased, nnd jade stone work fa Can- 
tun is for the present nearly at o standstill, 
Many weavers and jado-stons workers have 
been out ‘of employ, and this fabt was con- 
sidered by the authorities a cause of danger

whoul trade ix good, the’ most formidable 
among the Canton workmun’s guilds are the 
wearers, jade-atone workers and forniiure- 
makers.

Honghong Fire Insurance Company, Limited, 


BRITISH OBLIGATIONS WITH RE. 
GARD TO CHUSAN.

Hongkong General. Chambert.of Commoree. 
Hongkong, 14th February, 1884. 

Sir,—Tha Committea of this Ohamber 
has been greatly concorned to read tho 
announcomicnt, ‘made -by Reuter's Tele- 
graphic Agency, that tho French Press in 
Paris is urging the French Government to 
occupy the island of Chusan as a material 
guarantee for tho satisfaction of a demand 
for payment ofa war expenses indemnity, 
which it is anggested should be mada upon j 
the Chinese Government, 

. The Comuiitter desires to draw the atton- 
tion of your Excellency to clauses 3 and 4 
in the Convention concluded. betweon Sir 
John Davis, Hor Majesty's Plonipgtentinry, 
and the Chincso Government at Bocca 
‘Tigria in April, 1846, which provide ss fol- 
lows: 

3," Tt is stipalated on the part of His 

Majesty the Emperor of China that on the 
evacuation of Chusan by | Her. Britannic 
Majesty's forces, the anid Island shall nevor 
bo ceded to any other forcign power.” 
- 4—"Her Britannic Majesty consents 
upon hor part, in caso of the nttack of an 
invader, to protect Chusan and its depon- 
dencies, and to restora it to the possession 
of China as of old; but: as this'stipulation. 
proceeds from’ the fiiendly alliance betwoon 
the two nations, no pecuniary subsidies ate 
to be dud from China on this account.” 

The Committco fecls, deoply the extreme 
importance, to the interests pf this Cvlony, 
and of Groat Britain, of Hor Majesty's 
Government maintaining in their integrity
